to a.ssi.st you. Most projects 
progress slowly or come to a 
stop when there is a lack of 
continuity, follow through 
and coordination. Tills, of 
course, being the main pur¬ 
pose of the director. Some of 
the problems which have re¬ 
cently ari.sen with-in pro¬ 
gram, budgeting and pool 
operation can be directly re¬ 
lated to the commission not 
having .someone in the city 
, hall complex who is avail¬ 
able full-time as liai.son 
with the administration and 
Ctiy Council, one who can 
coordinate adminnstrat i o,n, 
staff, parks and recreation 
functions and to provide pro¬ 
fessional assistance when 
necessary for .not only the 
commission but all recrea¬ 
tion oriented groups in the 
community. 

It is with personal satis¬ 
faction that I look back over 
the years of 1965, 1966 and 
1967 as progressive years for 
both the department a,nd 
commission but it is with 
dissatisfaction that many of 
the projects which were 
started during that period of 
time are moving slowly or 
have not been continued. In 
retrospect I might remind 
you that it took several 
commissions and city coun¬ 
cils to realize the need for 
professional assistance and 
to make that one big .step 
of acquiring a director. They 
ba.sed their decision upon 
professional advice, opera¬ 
tions in other cities and 
realizing the need for a com¬ 
prehensive community re¬ 
creation program. It appears 
to me that the commission 
is not continuing to be pro¬ 
gressive, but it now barely 
moving and in some cases 
in a backward direction. I 
do .not feel it necessary to 
list the commissiQn'’s accom¬ 
plishments in the past few 
years, nor remind you of the 
continuous affray to com¬ 
plete them, but merely to 
di'rect to the commission’s 
attention to the projects 
that they have completed, 
their programs developed 
and would continue to meet 
the needs of the community 
with the assistance of some¬ 
one who can dedicate full¬ 
time to supervise, adminis¬ 
ter. a.nd direct the Parks 
and Recreation Department. 
Only with this direction can 
an efficient, ecoinomical and 
satisfactory operation take 
place.

Store the insecticide in its original container, with the 
original label. In a safe, locked compartment, away from 
children and pets. DESTROY empty containers IMMEDI¬ 
ATELY! 

Apply sprays and dusts downwind, to avoid inhaling. 
Stay out of freshly sprayed areas and do not smoke while 
spraying or dusting since some of the chemicals are flam¬ 
mable. If chemicals are spilled on the skin, wash the parts 
immediatey and thoroughly. 

Cover bird baths, dog dishes and fish pools before 
spraying. Pour left over spray down the drain or into the 
soil, DON'T leave is around in pans or pails.

In California there is no previous state residence re- ,, 
quirement for the Aid to the Blind program. Three other o 
assistance programs, however, do have such requirements, d; 

They are: 

Aid to Families with Dependent Children—one year alysts and intrepeters moved

The principal arguments used in challenging residence 
requirements are that such requirements represent an 

unconstitutional interference with the right of citizens to if by pre-arranged^^ signal

the states from setting up residence barriers. 

Chief rebuttal arguments are that Congress has ex¬ 
pressly authorized residence laws in the language of the 
Social Security Act, and that public aid is not a “right.” 

No one knows what effect the removal of residence 
requirements would have on the cost of California’s wel¬ 
fare programs. Rudolph H. Michaels, Chief of the Legal ployment,” 

Office of the California State Department of Social Wei- q""”"" 
fare, is of the opinion that “the tendency of people to 
move for the purpose of securing welfare benefits is not as 
great as the proponents of residence laws apparently 
assume.” But, he points out: 

“There is absolutely no way of estimating how many fault,” 
people there are in California today who would be eligible 
to receive public assistance except for the durational resi 
dence requirements.” And: 

“There is no way of estimating how many people 
would come to California ‘f the residence laws fall, be¬ 
cause there are too many imponderables involved.”
